Is Shot Down 


In Running 
Street Duel 


NEW YORK (AP)—An off-duty 
policeman went berserk in @ 
Broadway restaurant early Sun- 
day and—without warning—fatally 
shot four men standing at the bar. 


The officer, James McDermott, 
34, then fled, crashing through the 
glass paneling of the exit door. 
McDermott staged a running gun 
battle with pursuing patrolmen. 
He wounded one pursuer before he 
was shot down three blocks away. 


McDermott was not expected to 
live. 


FATHER OF FOUR 


The patrolman, father of four,,. 
entered the Pic-A-Rib restaurant, 
a few blocks north of Times 
Square at 53rd St. about 1:45 a.m. 
He went to a men’s room at the 
rear and minutes later walked to 
ward the door as if to leave. 


Suddenly he wheeled and, with- 
out uttering a word, began firing. 
Three men at one end of the bar 
fell with bullets in their heads. 
Farther up the bar another man 
was felled by a bullet in the head. 
All four died in hospitals. Police 
said McDermott fired six shots in 


all. 


SIX PATRONS 


There were six patrons at the 
bar, including one woman. As the 
shots rang out, bartender Albert 
Kecy ducked behind the bar and 
crouched on the floor. 

The restaurant proper is sepa- 
rated from the bar by a parti- 
tion. 


There were only a few patrons 
in the restaurant. They watched, 
speechless and horrified, as Mc- 
Dermott made his crashing exit 
from the establishment. Regaining 
their voices, they could only cry 
in chorus: “There he goes!” 


HEAR SHOTS 


Patrolmen Charles Prestia and 
Raymond Manners, both of Mc- 
Dermott’s own precinct, heard the 
shots and shouts as they cruised 
in their separate radio cars. They 
spotted McDermott and gave 
chase. 


Manners said he shouted to Mc- 
Dermott to drop his guns and was 
greeted with gunfire. Manners 
dived into a doorway and shouted 
again to McDermott to surrender. 
When McDermott fired again, 
Manners said, he emptied his own 
pistol and McDermott fell at 
Eighth avenue ard 55th street.

Fiscal Vigilance Is 
Need of the Times 


Under an administration that set out 
to accomplish budgetary wonders, the 
national debt has skyrocketed to nearly 
280 billion dollars. 

But for whatever consolation it offers, 
Uncle Sam has plenty of company in the 
ranks of debtors. 

Six Southern states in the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district owe more than a 
billion dollars for building programs and 
other improvements made during the 
postwar decade. 

Municipalities also have gone into 
debt to finance the expanded facilities 
essential in this era of accelerated popu- 
lation shifts from rural to urban areas. 

As undesirable as indebtedness is, 
there is no getting around the fact that 
the situation was born of necessity. Nor 
is the current condition of indebtedness 
all bad. 

The major portion of national ex- 
penditures in one form or another goes 
toward keeping our defenses up in this 
age of mounting world tensions. The 
states are spending more and more on 
educational facilities. Municipalities are 
enlarging their water and sewage sys- 
tems, building schools, establishing parks 
and carrying out the many other phases 
of municipal programs geared to growth. 

As economist Alfred P. Johnson 
pointed out in the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta’s Monthly Review for October, 
trouble is not necessarily in the offing 
as far as the six Southern states’ debts 
are concerned and “may be averted or 
minimized by an alert Legislature respon- 
sive to an informed public.” 


The same holds true for other levels 
of government. The general situation, 
while not out of hand, does eall for the 
utmost care in fiscal matters and the 
avoidance of boondoggles in any shape 
or form. 


The State of Georgia especially must 
exercise extreme caution and, further- 
more, adopt sweeping reforms in the 
wake of the waste that accompanied its 
biggest spending spree in history.

Nation’s Economy Has 


Much Brighter Glow 


The silver lining hidden for some 
time in the clouds of the recession is now 
quite visible to the naked eye. 

A few shadowy spots still remain but 
as a whole the picture appears brighter 
than at any time since the bounceback 
began after the skid. 

Personal income has risen for the sev- 
enth straight month and for the third 
successive month has set a record. Sig- 
nificantly, much of the increase was in 
the durable industries that had felt the 
recession keenly. 

Unemployment shrunk by nearly 600,- 
000 last month and another sizable drop 
is expected by the end of October. 

Particularly encouraging is the pre- 
diction by government economists that 
the nation’s production rate is climbing 
toward a peak of 450 billion dollars an- 
nually in this last quarter of 1958. Al- 
though such forecasts must be subjected 
to close scrutiny for political overtones in 
view of the congressional races, there is 
sufficient evidence to indicate that the 
final figure will approach the target set. 

Recovery, of course, is not yet com- 
plete and some troublesome spots will 
bear watching. But the patient is mend- 
ing nicely and seems well on the way to 
robust health.

It is an unconscious ad- 
mission that he does not trust his 
own mind to examine other 
thoughts and ideas. 

Free men, ever seeking greater 
freedom for themselves and_ all 


other men, eagerly examine all 


pithy ideas. Only thus can truth 
be ascertained. Every man and 
every age must examine and re- 
examine ideas on this basis, for 
truths become evident . only to 
those who grow in ability. to rec- 
ognize and use them. Truth in 
chains may be dragged through 
the foggy mists of half-truths to 
the dismal mental caverns of to- 
tal error, even as is done by Com- 
munists and others who avoid all 
but that which is fair to them. 
Can rationalization make cow- 
ardice any less cowardice?

WASHINGTON—A deep and basic cleavage

The separating 
factor is the concept of bipartisanship in foreign policy. 


How much bipartisanship should 
in fact be practiced when people 
are running for office? This is 
the question that draws the lines 
of division. 

Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, who is progressively be- 
coming more identified with the 
regular than with the “modern” 
Eisenhower wing, has, in effect, 
-abandoned bipartisanship. Though 
he later agreed with Nixon that 
criticism needs at least “to be 
answered,” President Eisenhower 
has declared that ‘‘Foreign policy 
ought to be kept out of partisan 
debate.”” Nixon has plainly said 
exactly the opposite. And he is 
acting accordingly. 

The vice president Is explain- 
ing that the President’s responsi- 
bilities as a national leader are 
one thing and that Richard 
M. Nixon's responsibilities as the 
leader ‘‘in a political campaign” 
are quite another thing. It is in- 
teresting, parenthetically, that 
Nixon has thus formally laid 
claim to what he already held in 
fact—the directing headship of 
the entire Republican campaign. 

More interesting and more to 
the present point, however, is the 
light this sheds on what are, for

this purpose, two Republican 
parties. Nixon is speaking the 
language, almost right down to 
the ground, of the orthodox Re- 
publicans. Their late leader, Sen. 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, thought 
bipartisanship was pretentious 
nonsense—and would say so when 
provoked. 

“The business of the opposi- 
tion,”” he used to declaim in his 
dry, nasal voice, “is to oppose.” 
And he no more hesitated to at- 
tack a foreign policy in charge of 
the opposite party than he did the 
smallest domestic bill. Nixon has 
not gone quite that far, nor do 
the bulk of the present regular 
Republicans. 

He and they, however, are im- 
bued with a spirit that could not 
be more different from that of 
Eisenhower and the rest of the 
moderns. The President and his 
people are always uncomfortable 
at the injection of foreign affairs 
into. national party politics. The 
vice president and the “regulars” 
in general are not in the least 
so troubled. 

They hit back at what they fear 
most—and in practical politics 
quite soundly fear.. In a word, 
they play the game to win.

DOUBTED PLAN 

From the beginning, some legal 
authorities doubted that the pri- 


vate school plan would stand up- 


in the federal courts once it came 
under attack. But they thought 
it would work as an effective de- 
laying tactic while a rear-guard 
action was fought in the courts. 


The fast-moving events in Vir- 
ginia and Arkansas seem to have 
upset that theory. The federal 
courts apparently have knocked 
out the main points of the Geor- 
gia private school plan in the 
Arkansas and Virginia cases. 


The time that many persons 
thought Georgia would have to 
litigate various phases of the 


‘ private school plan after a serious 


integration attempt was made 
here is being spent in Arkansas 
and Virginia. 


ULTIMATE SHOWDOWN 


One highly placed legal authori- 
ty in Georgia thinks the ulti- 
mate showdown in this state may 
have been advanced by as much 
as five years as a result of the 
far-reaching decisions being made 
elsewhere. 


More and more, legal authori- 
ties now believe that when the 
test comes in Georgia, the fed- 
eral courts will have narrowed 
the question to either no form 
of publicly supported education 
or integrated schools. 

If this should be the case, Geor- 
gia may be standing on the 
threshold of great sociai and 
political turmoil and upheaval. 
VAST MAJORITY 

There is no question but that a 
vast majority of white persons in 
Georgia are genuinely and deeply 
opposed to integration. Many ob- 
servers of Georgia life honestly 
believe that integration attempts 
in most rural areas of the state— 
if not the urban areas as well— 
would be accompanied by blood- 
shed. 

The unknown quantity is the 
reaction of the average Georgia 
parent, no matter how greatly 
he detests the idea of integration, 
what will happen if he comes face- 
to-face with the prospect of no 
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form of publicly supported edu- 
cation for his children. 


If the schools are closed to 
avoid integration—as is now re- 
quired by Georgia law—and if 
the private school plan is ruled 
out by the courts—as now ap- 
pears likely from recent decisions 
—will there be a demand by the 
people for the reopening of the 
schools even at the price of inte- 
gration? 

OWN MEANS 

Or will the people of Georgia, 
however reluctantly, abandon the 
entire concept of publicly support- 
ed education in any form and see 
to the education of their children 
by their own means and as best 
they can? 


These are hard questions. They 
will require even harder answers. 
But the time is approaching when 
the people and their political lead- 
ers must face up to them. And 
time is growing short.

And Monkeys 


Theatre Atlanta’s presentation of the play ‘Inherit the Wind” 
last week was splendidly done but it bothered me a little because 
I felt sure it was not an accurate reenactment of a trial 

My 15-year-old daughter was with me and between applaud- 
ing the really excellent performances of Beryl Goldberg and 
Frank Wittow as the famed attorneys, William Jennings Bryan 
and Clarence Darrow, I kept assuring her that no trial was really 
so conducted. It was farcial, I said, the way the audience ap- 
plauded and “‘Amened.”’ No judge, I said, would refuse to allow 
expert witnesses to testify, no jurors were so obviously prejudiced, 
no lawyers argued and orated and harangued the crowd while 
examining witnesses. 


Which just shows you how wrong you can be and how much 
justice has progressed since the days of the famed Scopes 
‘“‘monkey trial’’ in July of 1925. 


The programs distributed at the Woman's Club said the play, 
‘Inherit the Wind” while based on the famous trial did not pre- 
tend to be “‘j 
“It is theatre,” said the program. And it was that—exciting 
theatre with wonderful performances by all hands. But it wasn’t 
so very far from the truth, I went home and looked up the stories 
on it from a book called “A Treasury of Great Reporting’’ which 
a generous reader sent me a few Christmases ago. Unfortunately 
the H. L. Mencken story quoted in the collection is not on the 
trial itself but on a Church of God revival he attended in the 
Tennessee hills.

1 tsp. baking powder 
% tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
1 tsp. nutmeg 
4 tsp. salt 
% cup light raisine 
% cup currants 
1 cup seedless raisins 
% cup chopped mixed fruit 
peel 
1 cup blanched, split 
almonds 


Cream butter or margarine 
and brown sugar until smooth. 
Beat in eggs, one at a time, 
beating well after each addition. 
Combine flour, baking powder, 
soda, spices and salt and stir 
into the egg mixture. Stir in 
fruit, peel and half the almonds. 
Put batter into a greased cake 
pan 8-inches in diameter and 2- 
inches deep. If your pan is not 
deep enough, collar it with a 
strip of greased brown paper 
cut 2 inches wide. Smooth top 
with spatula. Bake in a pre- 
heated 350-degree oven for about 
one hour, or until cake tests 
done, but after baking for 30 
minutes, sprinkle top with the 
remaining almonds.

High Court 
Criticized in 


Bench Poll 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The mag- 
azine U.S. News & World Report 
said Sunday a majority of federal 
judges willing to express an opin- 
ion in response to its inquiry are 
critical of the Supreme Court. 


The magazine wrote letters to 
the 351 active and retired judges 
of U.S. district and circuit courts, 
asking their attitude toward a re- 
port approved 36-8 last August by 
state chief justices. 


PROPER RESTRAINT 


That report said the Supreme 
Court “too often has tended to 
adopt the role of policymaker 
without proper judicial restraint.” 
It also said that in many cases the 
high court “has assumed what 
seem to us to be primarily legisla- 
tive powers.”’ 


U.S. News & World Report wrote 
to the 351 judges, asking them to 
indicate only whether they agreed 
or disagreed with the chief jus- 
tices’ 11,000-word document, cop- 
ies of which were inclosed. They 
were promised that replies woul 
be kept confidential. 


128 JUDGES 


In a copyrighted .article sum- 
marizing the results of its survey, 
the magazine says in its current 
issue: 


“Replies were received from 
128 judges, or 36.5 per cent of 
those polled. Replies were repre-
